THE CATTLE €0!«VESTI»fll. 


The late meeting oi the Nevada Live 


Stock Association at Elko was a gather- 
ing of nearly one hundred representa- 
tive men of the State directly interested 
in the cattle industry, representing 
property actually worth fifteen millions 
of dollars. The ontpat last year was 
about two millions of dollars, for 60,000 
bead of neat cattle were shipped to tBe 
Ban Fraicisoo and Eastern markets. 
Only those who have taken-the trouble 
to familiarize themselves with this im- 
portant industry have a true idea of 
how really important it is, and bow 
greatly Nevada is benefited by it. The 
State, as many are aware, is especially 
adapted for grazing purposes offering, 
the JODKSAL firmly believes, better fa- 
cilitie* than any other State or Terri- 
tory in the Union. The blizzards of 
other countries are unknown here, while 
the natural feed is as nutritious as the 
aostly fattening products of other States.

Senator Dolph concluded his speech 


Wednesday on the Edmund's resolution 
on the relation between the Senate and 
the Executiva.

of the President that Union soldiers 
were to be given the preference in ap- 
pointments he showed that but few of 
this class bad received recognition from 
tbe hands of the present Administration 
and further, that many of those who 
had been removed were men who bad 
distinguished themselves in the late 
war on the side of the Union, notably 
the late Postmaster and Collector ol 
Customs at Philadelphia, both of whom 
were dismissed from their offices. 
A 


prominent Dimocratio Senator, in speak- 
ing of ^Dolph's speech said that in bis 
judgment it was by far the ablest pres- 
entation so far made of tbe Republican 
side of the controversy, save perhaps, 
the opening speech of Edmunds. 


The power*, in their delicate consid- 


eration tor the Greek government, have 
provided • way for iti gracef nl surrender. 
They propose to blockade the Firmui, 
and keep their fleets at the port of Ath- 
ens until the Hellenic reserves ore dis- 
armed. The manifest impossibility of 
resistance being thus demonstrated, it i« 
thought that the mob will graciously 
permit the Government iti existence. 
The power* seem always to be »ble to 
furnish fleets and armiei to overawe the 
weak nationalise* for freedom, but 
never to prevent opprtssion. They are 
ready enough to prevent Greece from 
taking what rightfully belongs to it, 
but they are less officious in preventing 
Germany from taking what does not be- 
long to it.

155,000 barrels of California, flour, and 
that if the boycott is kept up this mar- 
ket may ba lost. 
This is a fearful 


threat, but it is consoling to remember 
that flour has a valne in the markets of 
the world which would not be at all af- 
fected by a change in the destination of 
155,000 barrels. The price of a staple 
is determined by the relation of the to- 
tal demand and the total supply. If 
China refuses to buy from us, she would 
merely relieve the stock that is com- 
peting with us in other markets, and 
give us a better opening there. That is 
on the supposition that a trifling amount 
like 155,000 barrels could have any ef- 
fect at all. ^^^m 


"When the present law of exclusion 


was passed," says Harper's Weekly, 
"the United States stigmatized the 
whole Chinese race, and undoubtedly 
stimulated the maltreatment of all who 
are now here." We remember very 
well the lull in the agitation which fol- 
lowed thejadoption of the Eestriction 
Act, and that the excitement did not ruse 
again until the conviction was forced 
upon the people that the act waa being 
made a mockery, and that the Chinese 
who now demand and receive justice at 
our hands were violating the very laws 
under which (they expected protection. 
There is an old principle that those who 
demand equity must do equity. 


The Chicago Inter-Ocean'! Washing- 


ton special says: The Senate Commit- 
tee on the District of Columbia baa de- 
cided to report adversely tbe nomination 
of Matthew*, a colored man from Al- 
bany, as Begiiter of Deeds in Washing- 
ton. There are numerous petitions be- 
fore the committee f or the. confirmation 
of Matthew*, but they are from outside 
the District. There are no formal re- 
monstrances against hie confirmation, 
but the committee have been urged by 
numerous citizens to recommend hifl re- 
jection, and have decided to do so on 
the ground that a resident of the Dis- 
trict ahoild have been appointed. The 
platform of both parties at Chicago de- 
clared in favor of resident citizens being 
appointed to offices of the Territories 
and the District of Columbia.

Tbe California!! told the Presi- 
dent it would be an unwise appoint- 
nent as young Haggin was wholly with- 
out experience in official life.

President was somewhat surprised at 
this statement, showing that he had 
formed a very favorable opinion of Hag- 
gin from the many testimonials be had 
received.
